Let’s take a look at one— 


say, for instance, a doctor.in @ 4 
Congo. He goes to the hos- c 


pital in the morning. and , 
sees first the ward patients, 


If no operations are sched- 
uled, he then goes to his 
office where he sees the 


people who have come to 

him for help. There is the 

little child, whose body is thin and listless, 
carried in the arms of a mother whose eyes 
alternately reflect hope and fear. There is the 
tall young man who was injured by a wild hog 
and brought with great difficulty in a ham- 
mock made of a hunting net. There is the 
woman requiring surgery who has to find 
tremendous faith to meet the strange terror 
of the operating room. There is the whole 
room-full of miserable people who have no 
alternative to fear and pain and death but 
the wisdom and skill of the doctor. 


In the afternoon we look in on his classes 
as he instructs the medical students. These 
students, as a rule, are the brightest and best 
of the mission school graduates. After classes 
comes a trip out to the leper camp where the 
doctor is welcomed by the whole constituency. 
The evening may be free to read and study or 
visit—or, there may be that emergency call to 
a village or hospital which is the lot of the 
doctor the world over. 


Is the Doctor Responsible for 
_ Missionaries, Too? 


But definitely! He 
not only has to treat 
them when they are 


sick, but must do 
everythinginhis 
power to keep them 
oA i well. So his respon- 


sibility is two-fold. So 

much of the efficiency 

of a whole station de- 
pends on the skill and effectiveness of the 
missionary doctor. 


But Doctors Are Needed Here! 


Sure, people are sick here. And 
there is a doctor shortage—have 
to wait two or three hours to see 
some of them. But there are doc- 
tors! You don’t have to walk 
three days to get to one. Or be 
carried “piggy-back” for miles 
and miles. There are hospitals 
and nurses and drug stores avail- 
able to all but the most isolated 
parts of our country. In some of our foreign 
fields, one doctor must serve a million people! 


How Can I Decide about This? 


Look at both sides of 
the . picture: the need 
here—the need there; the 
people to do work here— 
those who are willing and 


Le, 
able to go there. In part- 


nership with the Man 
{ who made the blind to 
see, the deaf to hear, and 


the lame to walk, con- 
sider the world, and choose your task in it. 








And If I Decide to Go, 
What Then? 


Your preparation becomes a 


2 matter of careful planning, for 
So you are to be diagnostician, 
surgeon, obstetrician, as well 


as specialist in the diseases 


—*+ peculiar to your chosen field. 
If you go to Africa, a school 
where tropical diseases re 


ceive special attention is in- 
dicated. If the Orient, oriental 
diseases, and so on. 


Where Would I Go? 


Look at the fields. 
We have 6 hospitals 
in Congo, 10 dispen- 
saries and only 5 doc- 
tors. And in China 
there are 12 hospitals, BRAZIL 
and one of them td 
serves 34 million 
people! The hospital 
in Mexico treated 
1,254 in-patients and 6,730 out-patients just 
last year! Not all our Mission fields maintain 
medical departments. Some countries have 
restrictions that prohibit our establishing 
hospitals or using American doctors. Some 
have their own highly skilled doctors, trained 
in western medicine. But some call urgently 
for help. Also we anticipate that vacancies 
will continue in this department for an in- 
definite time, so that by the time you are 
ready to go, other fields may be open. So, look 
and consider!
